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The term of office of a court commissioner cannot extend beyond the term fixed by statute, 
and a court commissioner's conviction of a crime involving moral turpitude subjects the 
commissioner to censure or removal from office. 


The term of office of a court commissioner cannot extend beyond the term fixed by statute,’ but 
a court commissioner whose term of office is not fixed by law is regarded as holding office at 


the will of the appointing power. Under a statute so providing, the court commissioner's term 
continues until the expiration of the term of the appointing judge and until the successor of the 


commissioner is appointed and qualified.” 


A court commissioner's conviction of a crime involving moral turpitude, such as shoplifting, 


subjects the commissioner to censure or removal from office.*
